Lesson In Economics 


The current recession, although mild measured by 
previous pauses in the nation's growth, lends emphasis 
to one economic fact of life. Contrary to the school of 
dreamers that sees something evil in the idea of business 
making a profit, the moment profits start to decline, the 
first to be hit in this era of high taxation are the tax 
revenues that provide the lifeblood of a welfare state. 
U.S. Treasury Secretary Kennedy predicted sometime 
ago that there would almost surely be a budget deficit in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1970, and observed that 
there is not much that can be done about lower corporate 
tax receipts since the drop in corporate profits is a neces¬ 
sary part of controlling inflation. 

This little lesson in economics should not be lost on 
those who profess to see no relationship between business 
profits and government spending capability — to say 
nothing of the bearing which profits have on the jobs and 
living standards of more than 200 million U.S. citizens. 
Preservation of the right to profit from one's efforts, 
whether individual or corporate, is the starting point of 
all human endeavor.
